AN A M ERICAN 
DRINK. 


H o w F o d a W a ter Is M ade, a n d th e 
E x te n t o f Its M a n u fa c tu r e. 
Soda w ater is an American drink. 
It is as essentially American as p o r­ 
ter, Rhine wine, and claret are dis­ 
tinctively 
English, 
German, 
and 
French. The m ost interesting fact in 
the m anufacture of soda water is th a t 
it contains 110 soda. The prom inent 
ingredients are m arble dust and sulp­ 
huric acid, neither of which is regard- 
ded as healthful nor palatable Avben 
taken separately. 
Moreover, to ren­ 
der them so in combination requires a 
pressure of a t least 150 pounds to the 
square inch—a condition dangerous 
to life and limb except under proper 
safeguards and with 
tiie strongest 
machinery. The generator is, in fact, 
m ade of gun-metal iron tested to 500 
pounds to the square inch. 
Into this 
is put m arble dust, to which, from an ­ 
other strong chamber, is led the suip- 
huric acid. Then the to are cradled, 
and the gas generated is passed into 
steel fountains lined with block tin, 
two-thirds full of the water to be 
charged. 
These fountains are then securely 
fastened, and, like huge bom bs in size 
and alm ost as destructive, are carried 
in Avagons through the streets, to he 
stored under 
d ru g sto re 
counters. 
Surely in ail the history o f fairy land 
there is nothing more m arvelous then 
the escape of this sparkling, bubbling, 
foam crest ed liquor, like an enchanted 
prince from the gloomy death-cham b­ 
er. to delight and refresh the Avorld. 
Whiting formerly was used to furnish 
the carhonate.*and whiting and chalk 
are still used in England. The use of 
m arbledust, under the pretty name of 
“snowflake,” is peculiar to this coun­ 
try. 
We produce our own marble, 
moreover, and whiting comes under 
provisions of the McKinley bill. The 
chips of the marble ( ’at lied ral on Fifth 
avenue alone 
supplied twenty-five 
million gallons of soda water; thus 
economically we drink up unavailable 
bits of buildings (public and private), 
tom bstones and monument a. 
Except in the improvement of m a­ 
chinery in its methods of distribution, 
the m anufacture of soda water re­ 
mains much the same. The method 
employed by the distinguished engi­ 
neer Jit am ah is still in use. The man, 
in fact, whose nam e is m ost prom i­ 
nently identified with the national 
drink in this country Avas an appren­ 
tice of Bramah, and has developed his 
method here. T h a t form of concen­ 
tratio n, moreover, th a t all sorts of 
enterprises now take was long since a 
feature of the soda water industry. 
Formerly the actual process took 
place under the drug store counter. 
No one has yet estim ated the decreas­ 
ed i*ercentage in the loss of life since 
the drug store boy ceased playing 
with the vitrol, carbonates and force- 
pump, as if he had a squirt-gun in a 
hogshead of Avaterunder aneavetrougli. 
Explosions o fsadafqun tainsdo some­ 
times occur, but they have ceased to 
be a national feature, as 011 reading 
old English catalogues of rival m anu­ 
facturers they seem once to have been. 
—H arper’s Weekly.

A large an enthusiastic meeting was 
held on Sunday night at the Methodist 
church in the interest of the Y. M. C.

McCabe’s liquor license bond 
with Hugh Riddel and J. S Gardner 
as sureties, was accepted and license 
granted. 
A petition signed by 403 citizens, 
asking that the ordinance affecting the 
“Farmers” be laid aside indefinitely, 
was read and accepted and ordered 
filed. 
Ordinance No. 94, relating to li­ 
censes, was read and indefinitely por4- 
poned. 
Ordinance 94, relating to disorderly 
houses and houses of ill-fame and 
common prostitutes, had its first and 
second readings and was adopted. 
Officer Lmgneau’s resignation was 
accepted. 
A lengthy communication from Am­ 
brose Tighe, relating to water ser­ 
vice, was read and filed. 
Petition from Hose Companies 1 
and 2. was read and filed. 
City clerk reported that the signal 
service flags had arrived, and the 
matter of displaying them was left 
with the purchasing committee.
